Gromyko, the United States and 
the Soviet Union were reported 
still far apart today on ways of 
negotiating a peaceful settlement 
of the Berlin crisis. 


Informed officials here consider 


the East-West dispute over Ber- 
lin still extremely dangerous. At 
the same time hope persists that 
a solution short of a military 
showdown will be found to end the 
crisis. 


Kennedy and the Soviet foreign 


minister discussed the situation in 
the Oval Room of the White 
House late Friday and wound up 
their talks shortly after 7 o'clock 
without issuing any kind of for- 
mal statement. 


As he climbed into his limousine 


to return to the Soviet Embassy 
on nearby 16th Street, Gromyko 
told newsmen the conversation 
had been "useful". Secretary of 
state Dean Rusk, who sat in on 
the discussion, merely called it 
"interesting." 


Allies Stand Firm 


Kennedy was understood to 


have told Gromyko in calm but 
very emphatic terms that the 
United States and its Western Al- 
lies are fully determined to 
defend West Berlin against Com- 
munist pressures, to preserve 
their right to maintain troops in 
the city, and to keep open the 
supply lines from West Germany.

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Revising the Forest Law 


Gov. Nelson acted with the prudence

When Big City Police Fail 


Photographs appearing in the press 


recently showed a group of Denver city 
policemen being led off to jail by Gilbert 
R. Carrel chief of the Colorado state pa- 
trol. The lines under the cut said that 
the Denver policemen had been arrested 
on burglary charges and suspended from 
the force. 


During the past year and a half the 


Chicago police department has been rock- 
ed by reports that a large number of 
members of the force had been accused 
of burglarizing stores and warehouses in 
Chicago. The public long has been condi- 
tioned to the fact that almost anything 
can happen in Chicago. Thus another 
scandal in the police department, even 
when it involved the members in the de- 
partment in burglaries, came to be ac- 
cepted as something that could happen in 
Chicago although perhaps not easily any- 
where else. 


Now. however, the story from Denver 


has caused many people to wonder what 
is going on in this country. The investiga- 
tion of the Denver po'lice department was 
begun five weeks ago. Thirteen policemen 
were arrested early in the investigation 
and six already have been convicted. Lat- 
er an additional 23 policemen and former 
policemen were arrested and the indica- 
tions are that many more are in prospect. 
It is believed the loot in burglaries exe- 
cuted by policemen during the last two 
years may total several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 


The investigation of the Denver police 


has been taken over by the state of Colo- 
rado. Recently Gov. Steve McNichols re- 
ported that "the investigation thus far ab- 
solutely certifies with corroboration that 
shocking and extensive criminal activi- 
ties have, for a considerable length of 
time, been successfully carried on within 
Denver city and county limits. 


Atty. Gen. Duke Dunbar reports that

liminary disclosure. Every day we are 
finding out more " 


As an example of what has been going 


on in Denver, the investigators recently 
provided a sample of the police criminal 
operations. They reported that in June. 
1960, one of the Denver Safeway stores 
was burglarized and yielded S40.000 in 
cash and $25.000 in checks. Two lookouts 
were used for this burglary, one a police- 
man m a squad car stationed across the 
street and the other a policeman in civil- 
ian dress down the street Two expert 


safe crackers entered the building by 
ripping aluminum molding from the front 
door. Two of the burglars were policemen 
and one was a civilian brother of a police- 
man. The burglary took 90 minutes. The 
safe was opened with a power-operated 
carborundum wheel which they cooled 
with milk taken from the store's cooler. 
The checks were dumped in the South 
Platte River and then the gang met at 
the home of one of the policemen to split 
up the cash. 


The story is similar to that of the Chi- 


cago police scandal which extended over 
the past two years. 


Chicago's new police superintendent, 


Orlando W. Wilson, who has accomplish- 
ed a great deal in the reorganization of 
the Chicago police department, in a re- 
port to the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police, may have given some 
idea of why policemen go wrong and how 
order can be restored to a department. 


He said. "A community which is well 


informed on the problem and which is un- 
willing to tolerate crime will succeed in 
its efforts to reduce it. 


"Community intolerance of crime can 


best be reflected in the form of support, 
material and spiritual, for its law en- 
forcement agencies. The agency in turn 
must earn the support. We in Chicago are 
fortunate in having the strong support of 
our citizens." 


Later on in his talk he pointed out 


that the backbone of any police agency 
is the quality of its men. He said the Chi- 
cago department has many highly com- 
petent, hard working, dedicated men who 
now are being given opportunities to ad- 
vance and to improve themselves through 
training. 


He then added, "We must continue to 


raise the level of salaries if we are to 
hire and retain competent men in the po- 
lice service." He believes that the Chi- 
cago department should be permitted to 
recruit men from the entire U n i t e d 
States. 


He declares that the top command of 


the Chicago police department s h o u l d 
rank among and associate with top rank- 
ing business executives and public admin- 
istrators of the community. That may be 
a rather general statement but it' has 
within it a sound basis for the operation 
of any police department. In short, police- 
men should be well paid and they should 
have the respect of the people in the com- 
mumtv.
